So now the cassocked fathers, 
whose mission it ik to succor, 
ed by their famous dogs, mountain- 
eers Jost in the Alps, have got wise. 
And they’re going to build a modern 
tourist hotel as an addition to the 
monastery. And when the cheap 
tourist arrives next year he’ll find 
a hard-faced professional hotel mana- 
ger ready and waiting for him. 

They'll get: the same service and 
food as of yore. The monks will 
do: the. cooking and the waiting as 
always. But the hard-faced mana- 
‘ger will collect the money, and the 
prices will be what would be charg- 
ed elsewhere.
